WASHINGTON (AP) - The n atio n ’s 
u n emp lo y men t rate ju mp ed to 8.7 p er 
cen t in March as the n u mb er o f 
American s witho u t jo b s in creased to 
eight millio n , the go v ern men t rep o rted 
to day .

mo n th. 
The lo ss in jo b s dro p p ed to tal em ­ 
p lo y men t in the n atio n to 83.3 millio n , 
an d marked the six th co n secu tiv e 
mo n th o f jo b lo sses. They hav e to taled 
2.6 millio n sin ce last Sep temb er. 
An aly sts with the Bu reau o f I^ab o r 
Statistics said the March figu res sho w 
n o in dicatio n o f an y ab atemen t in the 
n atio n ’s risin g u n emp lo y men t rate, 
which n o w is at the highest lev el sin ce 
1941 when jo b lessn ess av eraged 9.9 p er 
cen t. 
Un emp lo y men t sin ce last fall has 
climb ed at the fastest rate sin ce the 
Great Dep ressio n . It hit 8.2 p er cen t in 
Jan u ary an d remain ed at that lev el in 
Feb ru ary , when the declin e in jo b s was

Jobless Rate 
Rises Sharply 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate jumped to 8.7 per 
cent in March as the number of 
Americans without jobs increased to 
eight million, the government reported 
today. 
The I^abor Department said job 
losses last month totaled nearly 200,000 
and this, combined with a rise of 
300,000 in the size of the U.S. labor 
force, pushed the increase in unem­ 
ployment to 500,000 over the previous 
month. 
The loss in jobs dropped total em­ 
ployment in the nation to 83.3 million, 
and marked the sixth consecutive 
month of job losses. They have totaled 
2.6 million since last September. 
Analysts with the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said the March figures show 
no indication of any abatement in the 
nation’s rising unemployment rate, 
which now is at the highest level since 
1941 when joblessness averaged 9.9 per 
cent. 
Unemployment since last fall has 
climbed at the fastest rate since the 
Great Depression. It hit 8.2 per cent in 
January and remained at that level in 
February, when the decline in jobs was 
offset by a sharp increase in labor 
force dropouts. 
President Ford said Thursday that 
while he anticipated further increases 
in joblessness he believes the recession 


is slowing down and predicted the 
economy will begin improving this 
summer. 
Earlier, Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon said that unemployment will 
continue to rise for some months, 
peaking at about nine per cent. How­ 
ever, he contended that gains in job 
totals tend to lag behind the start of an 
economic recovery. 
In its report, the I^bor Department 
said more than twothirds of the 
unemployment increase last month 
was traced to persons who lost their 
last job, as contrasted to those en­ 
tering the labor force for the first time. 
Since August, the number of job losers 
has increased by 2.3 million, about 
700,000 of them women. 
The total work force in March was 
calculated at 91.8 million. At the height 
of the Great Depression, 25 per cent of 
the 52-million work force was out of 
work. The work force in 1941 was 55.9 
million. 
Blue-collar workers bore the brunt of 
joblessness last month as their 
unemployment rate climbed from 10.9 
per cent in February to a record 12.5 
per cent in March, double their year- 
earlier date. 
Total nonfarm payroll employment 
continued to decrease in March, but 
the 325,000 drop — to 76.4 million —

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C5A Jet Crash Kills 
Over IOO Viet Orphans 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
The world’s largest plane, carrying 243 
Vietnamese orphans on a mercy flight 
ordered by President Ford, crashed in 
flames shortly after take-off from 
Saigon today. 
U.S. officials said the U.S. Air Force 
C5A Galaxy transport was carrying a 
total of 296 persons and that 105 or­ 
phans and 19 U.S. Air Force personnel 
survived. 
Hospital officials said at least 73 
persons were known dead, including 40 
orphans, 25 women and eight men. 
They said 30 others were still trapped 
in the bottom of the plane. 
The plane was to have stopped at 
Clark Air Force Base in the Philip­ 
pines en route to the United States. 
“It was a horrible thing to see,” one 
witness said. “Children were crying 
while the fire burned.” 
American rescue workers were 
dropped from helicopters and waded 
through the mud trying to find sur­ 
vivors as well as bodies of the dead 
spread along a mile-long swath. 
Debris littered the paddy field and 
clothing was strewn about. The bodies 
of some headless children were

wrapped in ponchos and put aboard the 
helicopters that flew them to the 
morgue. 
The pilot, who escaped without in­ 
jury, said decompression problems 
due to a malfunction in the rear 
loading door caused the crash. He said 
he was about 18 miles out from Tan Son 
Nhut air base when he had to turn 
back. 
The headquarters of the 13th Air 
Force in the Philippines refused to 
comment on reports that the plane’s 
departure from Manila earlier today 
had been delayed by mechanical 
trouble. 
U.S. officials in Washington said it 
was the first fatal crash of a C5A, 
which the Air Force has been flying 
since 1970. 
Witnesses told Associated Press 
correspondent Huynh Minh Trinh that 
they heard two explosions before the 
plane plunged into a paddy field near a 
village IM: miles from Tan Son Nhut 
air base. 
The plane skidded through the field 
and exploded. After the impact, the 
cockpit was lying about IOO yards from 
the fuselage and the tail section about 


the same distance away. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy 
said the plane carried 243 Vietnamese 
orphans and 53 adults including the 
crew, flight nurses and escorts. Most 
of the escorts were Americans, de­ 
pendents of employes of the U.S. 
defense attache’s office. 
Fire trucks and other rescue 
vehicles were unable to get to the 
crash site because of the narrow road 
that could only be traveled by foot. 
More than IOO South Vietnamese 
militiamen were ordered to the crash 
site to provide security for the rescue 
operation. 
American rescuers with sledge 
hammers and crow bars rushed to the 
crash site. 
Helicopters from Air America, the 
American charter airline, and the 
South Vietnamese air force picked up 
the survivors and rushed them to the 
Seventh Day Adventist Hospital in 
Saigon. 
“All I know is that I had a lot of 
friends on board,” said one American 
girl as she sobbed uncontrollably, 
covered with dirt and grime. 
The children were to have been 


examined at Clark base, 45 miles north 
of Manila, and those pronounced fit for 
the transpacific flight were to have 
been flown to the United States 
Saturday. 


The children aboard the first flight 
were reported to be six to 12 months 
old. Most of them came from an or­ 
phanage operated by the Friends for 
All Children agency, which has 
headquarters in Boulder, Colo. 


The babies were packed into the 
plane — IO of them in seats that nor­ 
mally accommodate three adults on 
the upper passenger deck; strapped to 
the floor on the lower cargo deck. 
Many screamed in fright as the big 
plane was loaded. Others slept in the 
arms of some of the relief workers 
accompanying them. 
The Air Force began flying the 
Ixickheed plane in June 1970, but it has 
been plagued by wing cracks and still 
flies under weight restrictions. 
The Galaxy was grounded for a time 
in 1971 after one of the four engines 
tore loose as one of the planes was 
preparing to take off from Altus Air 
Force Base in Oklahoma.

On the morning of Sept. 24, Con- 
nally’s official log of his daily ac­ 
tivities shows, Jacobsen dropped into 
Connally’s office for about ten minutes 
without an appointment. It was then 
that Connally took the second $75,000 
just before rushing off to testify to a 
Senate Committee, Jacobsen said. 
Jacobsen said that in 1973 he and 
Connally conspired to cover up the 
alleged bribery after Watergate in­ 
vestigators got wind of it through 
testimony by an official of the milk 
producers. 
Jacobsen said Connally, wearing 
rubber gloves, handed him a cigar box 
containing $10,000 at a meeting in 
Connally’s Houston law office and that 
Jacobsen agreed to put it in his Austin 
bank vault and claim that the $10,000 
had never left the vault.

Thieu Regim e Grabs Ky Backers 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
President Nguyen Van Thieu’s regime 
today reported the second roundup of 
supporters of former Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky on charges of plotting' to 
overthrow Thieu. 


The number of persons arrested 
could not be learned immediately, but 
they included Nguyen Thien Nihon, 
Ky’s chief assistant. 
No action was taken against Ky, who 
denied he and his supporters were 
plotting a coup when eight of them 
were arrested nine days ago. Ky is the 
former commander of the South 
Vietnamese air force and lives at 
Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut air base under 
the protection of his own security 
force. 
A general lull apparently continued 
on the battle fronts. The Viet Cong 
reported the only action, announcing 
that its forces had taken the district 
town of Chon Thanh, 45 miles north of 
Saigon, after a heavy siege. 
In Cambodia, Khmer Rouge forces 
drove government troops back from 
three positions seven miles northwest 
of Phnom Penh for the second suc­ 
cessive night. Army sources said the 
situation was “critical” and if the 
Khmer Rouge broke through, they 
could advance on the city. 
Two helicopters were ferrying 
reinforcem ents to the threatened 
sector, but they included inex­ 
perienced recruits. The army lost the 
positions Wednesday night but retook 
them Thursday with the help of air 
strikes and armored vehicles. 
Gen. Frederick C. Weyand, the U.S. 
Army chief of staff, told newsmen as 
he left Saigon for Washington that 
South Vietnam’s armed forces still 
have the capability to defeat the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong. But U.S. 
intelligence sources in Washington 
said North Vietnam is pouring more 
than 1,000 fresh troops a day into South 
Vietnam in an apparent build-up for a 
final blow. 
Meanwhile, the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong apparently still needed 
more time to spread their forces over 
all the territory abandoned by Saigon’s 
officials and troops in their pell-mell 
retreat.

DETROIT (AP) — The nation’s auto 
makers, plagued by recession, are 
facing an unsettling assault on the U.S. 
car market by importers. 


For the second consecutive month, 
imports in March recorded a sharp 
sales gain over the same month last 
year to capture a near-record share of 
the U.S. market. 


Without the help of broad cash 
rebate plans, domestic sales for the 
month fell IO per cent from February 
and 20 per cent from a year ago to the 
lowest levels for a March since 1961. 
Deliveries of U.S.-made cars in 
March, reported by the companies on 
Thursday, were 523,380, compared 
with 653,246 the year before, when fuel 
shortages were putting a big dent into 
sales. 
By contrast, import sales of 144,784 
were up 16 per cent from a poor 125,200 
a year ago. 
While import sales did not approach 
the March record of 178,700 set in 1973, 
their strength, combined with a de­ 
cline in domestic deliveries, gave the 
foreign makers a 21.7 per cent share of 
the U.S. market. They achieved a 
record 22 per cent share in August 
1971. 
Spokesmen for both foreign and 
domestic finns attributed the renewed 
popularity in imports to lower prices, 
better fuel econbmy and a growing be­ 
lief by American consumers that 
foreign companies build more durable 
cars than the U.S. companies. 
“Unlike us, the importers have huge 
stocks of 1974 models left over to sell at 
lower prices,” explained one U.S. in­ 
dustry analyst. “Not only are the ’74s 
cheaper than the new models, but 
they’re rebating them like we did so we 
can’t touch them in price.” Some of the 
foreign manufacturers introduce their 
new model cars substantially later 
than American auto makers. 
A spokesman at Nissan Motor Corp. 
in USA, which imports the popular 
Datsun from Japan, added, “We figure 
the domestic rebates in January and 
February got people thinking about 
buying cars again. And when thev

was not as sharp as in previous 
months, the government said. 
All major industries showed in­ 
creases in their jobless rate. That for 
construction workers rose to 18.1 per 
cent and the rate for manufacturing 
workers climbed to 11.4 per cent, the 
government said. 
Virtually all worker groups shared 
in the rise in joblessness last month, 
with the rate near or above all-time 
highs for adult women, 8.5 per cent; 
teen-agers, 20.6 per cent; whites, 8 per 
cent; blacks, 14.2 per cent; household 
heads, 5.8 per cent, and full-time 
workers, 8.3 per cent. 
Jobless rates for adult men and 
married men, at 6.8 and 5.2 per cent 
respectively, were up sharply from the 
February level, but were still below 
postWorld War II highs. 
In addition to the eight million 
Americans unable to find work, the 
number working part-time because 
they could not find full-time jobs in­ 
creased 170,000 in March to 3.9 million. 
The Labor Department also said that 
the number of discouraged workers — 
that is, those who have given up look­ 
ing for jobs and dropped out of the 
labor force — jumped to 1.1 million in 
the first quarter of 1975. Most of these 
are listed as younger or older workers, 
women and blacks — groups which the 
I,a bor Department said experience the 
most difficulty in finding jobs. 
Administration officials conceded 
that unemployment will continue to 
rise for some months, peaking at about 
9 per cent. But they contend that gains 
in job totals tend to lag behind the start 
of an economic recovery. 
At a news conference Thursday in 
San Diego, Ford said recent economic 
indicators show business conditions 
improving while the rate of inflation 
has been cut nearly in half. 
“When you add up all these various 
economic indicators, it does show the 
recession is receding and that 
economic conditions will get better in 
the third quarter of 
1975,” 
the 
President said. 
Ford cited as positive signs in the 
economy 
increased 
orders 
of 
manufactured goods in February for 
the first time in six months, falling 
interest rates, the availability of more 
credit and the declining inflation rate. 
Wholesale prices in March declined 
for the fourth consecutive month and 
marked the sharpest price drop in any 
four-month period in 24 years, the 
government reported Thursday. 
Unemployment has increased since 
August at the fastest rate since the 
depression of the 1930s. 
Joblessness rose to 8.2 per cent of the 
work force in January, the highest 
level since 1941, and remained at that 
point in February despite the loss of 
another half-million jobs. This was 
because job losses were more than 
offset by an increase in dropouts from 
the labor force. 
The number of Americans drawing 
jobless benefits has more than doubled 
over the past year, due to the increase 
in joblessness and wider eligiblity for 
the benefits. 
In its weekly report on unem­ 
ployment insurance claims, the Labor 
Department said Thursday that more 
than 6.5 million Americans collected 
weekly unemployment checks aver­ 
aging between $60 and $65 in the week 
ending March 15, an increase of 3,400 
over the previous week. In addition, 
538,900 new claims were filed the fol­ 
lowing week. 
A year ago, 2.5 million Americans 
were on the unemployment rolls.

NEW YORK (A P) — “ Among the 
Romans, the deity who presided over 
commerce and banking was Mercury, 
who, by a strange association, was also 
the god of thieves and of orators.” 
These were the words chosen by 
Harry O’Neill to begin an address a 
few days ago to a meeting of the 
Association of National Advertisers. In 
the world of big business, his remarks 
won’t be forgotten for a long, long 
time. 
O’Neill is executive vice president of 
Opinion Research Corp., a big polling 
organization based in Princeton, N .J., 
that documents the attitudes of people 
toward many things, business in­ 
cluded. 
“ Big business, as reflected by the 
attitudes and opinions of the American 
public, has fallen on hard times,” he 
said. Americans are beginning to think 
as the Romans thought, and a new 
holiday might result. 
“ The Romans, who looked upon 
merchants with contempt, fancied 
there was a resemblance between theft 
and merchandising and they easily 
found a figurative connection between 
theft and eloquence... 
“ On the 17th day of May, in each 
year, the merchants held a public 
festival, and walked in procession to 
the Temple of Mercury, for the pur­ 
pose of begging pardon of that deity for 
all the lying and cheating they had 
found it convenient to practice, in the 
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way of doing business...” 
Today, said O’Neill, the reputation of 
business is 
badly 
tarnished, 
“ its 
leaders are held in relatively low 
esteem, and the supposedly happy 
recipient of its products and sendees is 
becoming increasingly critical.” 
In 1965, about 67 per cent of 
Americans agreed that “ profits of 
large companies help make things 
better for everyone.” But the latest 
poll showed only 46 per cent agreed. 
“ This is the first time,” said O’Neill, 
that agreement with this proposition 
has fallen below 50 per cent.” 
At the same time, a growing number 
of Americans support the proposition 
that “ In many of our largest in­ 
dustries, one of two companies have 
too much control of the industry.” Sev­ 
enty-six per cent agreed, up from 59 in 
1959. 
Almost the same proportion of the 
public believes “ There’s too much 
power concentrated in the hands of a 
few large companies,” O’Neill stated. 
And a similar percentage agreed, “ as 
they grow bigger, companies usually 
get cold and impersonal.’ 
These opinions, said O’Neill, are the 
basis for the majority of the public 
“ for the first time since we have been 
taking these measurements, support­ 
ing the notion that the best interests of 
the country would be served by 
breaking up some of our largest cor­ 
porations.”

Speaking Of You r Health

My six-year old daughter seems to 
have an infection of her ears every 
month. Our doctor wants to put a 
special tube in her ears to prevent her 
from becoming deaf. As you can 
imagine, this concerns us a great deal. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. I., Wash. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. I.: 
Perhaps your confusion and concern 
will be alleviated if I reinforce the 
message you undoubtedly have gotten 
from your own doctor. 
Understanding a condition, its cause 
and its treatment should minimize 
anxiety about it. 
The Eustachian tube runs from the 
back of the nose to the middle ear. 
Under normal circumstances, free 
flow of air keeps the ear drum in a 
state of balance with the air that enters 
into the outer ear. 
It is this tube which becomes blocked 
when making a sudden, rapid descent 
in an airplane. 
In children, large adenoids can 
obstruct this tube and be responsible 
for the accumulation of fluid behind 
the eardrum. 
Years ago, before the advent of the 
antibiotic, infections of the middle ear 
would perforate the ear drum, and pus 
would discharge through a hole in the 
drum. 


Today, children who have had long 
periods of treatment with antibiotics 
tend to collect a thick gelatinous fluid 
behind the eardrum. This fluid must be 
released by an operation known as a 
“ myringotomy” , or, opening of the 
eardrum. 


In 
some 
cases, 
a 
tiny 
thin 
polyethylene tube is inserted through 
the opening in the eardrum. This 
prevents the reaccumulation of fluid 
and helps to aerate the middle ear and 
return it to normal. 
The tube is left in the ear for many 
months. It does no harm and does not 
cause pain or irritation. It is not visible 
from the outside. 


The adenoids are usually removed at 
the same tune that this ear operation is 
performed. This reduces the frequency 
and severity of infection and prevents 
repeated middle ear infections. 
A severe allergy may also be 
responsible for the blockage of the 
Eustachian tube. This, too, should be 
actively treated. 
There is no reason for your concern 
about any diminished hearing at the 
present time. Almost always, when 
this operation is performed and when 
the adenoids are removed, the hearing 
rapidly returns to normal.

NEW YORK (AP) — “Among the 
Romans, the deity who presided over 
commerce and banking was Mercury, 
who, by a strange association, was also 
the god of thieves and of orators.” 
These were the words chosen by 
Harry O’Neill to begin an address a 
few days ago to a meeting of the 
Association of National Advertisers. In 
the world of big business, his remarks 
won’t be forgotten for a long, long 
time. 
O’Neill is executive vice president of 
Opinion Research Corp., a big polling 
organization based in Princeton, N.J., 
that documents the attitudes of people 
toward many things, business in­ 
cluded. 
“Big business, as reflected by the 
attitudes and opinions of the American 
public, has fallen on hard times,” he 
said. Americans are beginning to think 
as the Romans thought, and a new 
holiday might result. 
“The Romans, who looked upon 
merchants with contempt, fancied 
there was a resemblance between theft 
and merchandising and they easily 
found a figurative connection between 
theft and eloquence... 
“On the 17th day of May, in each 
year, the merchants held a public 
festival, and walked in procession to 
the Temple of Mercury, for the pur­ 
pose of begging pardon of that deity for 
all the lying and cheating they had 
found it convenient to practice, in the 
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way of doing business...” 
Today, said O’Neill, the reputation of 
business is 
badly 
tarnished, 
“its 
leaders are held in relatively low 
esteem, and the supposedly happy 
recipient of its products and sendees is 
becoming increasingly critical.” 
In 1965, about 67 per cent of 
Americans agreed that “profits of 
large companies help make things 
better for everyone.” But the latest 
poll showed only 46 per cent agreed. 
“This is the first time,” said O’Neill, 
that agreement with this proposition 
has fallen below 50 per cent.” 
At the same time, a growing number 
of Americans support the proposition 
that “In many of our largest in­ 
dustries, one of two companies have 
too much control of the industry.” Sev­ 
enty-six per cent agreed, up from 59 in 
1959. 
Almost the same proportion of the 
public believes “There’s too much 
power concentrated in the hands of a 
few large companies,” O’Neill stated. 
And a similar percentage agreed, “as 
they grow bigger, companies usually 
get cold and impersonal.’ 
These opinions, said O’Neill, are the 
basis for the majority of the public 
“for the first time since we have been 
taking these measurements, support­ 
ing the notion that the best interests of 
the country would be served by 
breaking up some of our largest cor­ 
porations.”

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Speaking Of Your Health

My six-year old daughter seems to 
have an infection of her ears every 
month. Our doctor wants to put a 
special tube in her ears to prevent her 
from becoming deaf. As you can 
imagine, this concerns us a great deal. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. I., Wash. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. I.: 
Perhaps your confusion and concern 
will be alleviated if I reinforce the 
message you undoubtedly have gotten 
from your own doctor. 
Understanding a condition, its cause 
and its treatm ent should minimize 
anxiety about it. 
The Eustachian tube runs from the 
back of the nose to the middle ear. 
Under normal circumstances, free 
flow of air keeps the ear drum in a 
state of balance with the air that enters 
into the outer ear. 
It is this tube which becomes blocked 
when making a sudden, rapid descent 
in an airplane. 
In children, large adenoids can 
obstruct this tube and be responsible 
for the accumulation of fluid behind 
the eardrum. 
Years ago, before the advent of the 
antibiotic, infections of the middle ear 
would perforate the ear drum, and pus 
would discharge through a hole in the 
drum. 


Today, children who have had long 
periods of treatment with antibiotics 
tend to collect a thick gelatinous fluid 
behind the eardrum. This fluid must be 
released by an operation known as a 
“myringotomy” , or, opening of the 
eardrum. 


In 
some 
cases, 
a 
tiny 
thin 
polyethylene tube is inserted through 
the opening in the eardrum. This 
prevents the reaccumulation of fluid 
and helps to aerate the middle ear and 
return it to normal. 
The tube is left in the ear for many 
months. It does no harm and does not 
cause pain or irritation. It is not visible 
from the outside. 


The adenoids are usually removed at 
the same time that this ear operation is 
performed. This reduces the frequency 
and severity of infection and prevents 
repeated middle ear infections. 
A severe allergy may also be 
responsible for the blockage of the 
Eustachian tube. This, too, should be 
actively treated. 
There is no reason for your concern 
about any diminished hearing at the 
present time. Almost always, when 
this operation is performed and when 
the adenoids are removed, the hearing 
rapidly returns to normal.

At a university, I asked intelligent 
girls to define “love.” If I could reduce 
the responses to one phrase, it is, 
“Love is when you’re turned on.” 
Translation: To be turned on is to be 
sexually excited. 
If that is all there is to it, I am 
ignorant indeed. Sexual attraction is a 
part of love, an important part. Sex is 
to love what a doorway is to a building. 
Without it, two persons will never see 
the wonders and worries, the triumphs 
and tragedies, the soaring security of 
time.

Most of us know nice girls who cannot 
get a date because the boys have 
passed the word: “She doesn’t put 
out.” What chance have we to con­ 
vince her that she has chosen the 
better path? Within her set, she knows 
she’s the leper. 
Love is more than morals. Love is a 


permanent unseltisn atnniiy; a teeung 
so deep that it borders on the neurotic. 
Anyone in love cannot conceive of a life 
without the object of his affections. 
Marriage is the spiritual, moral and 
legal outgrowth of love. Many who 
have tried it are embittered because 
they saw love die in a divorce court. It 
remains the best guarantee of the 
future for two persons; 
to deny 
m arriage is akin to refusing to buy a 
life insurance policy on the grounds 
that we are never going to die. 


On television talk shows, we hear 
women discuss multitudinous affairs 
in the 
manner of 
genteel 
nym­ 
phomaniacs who are determined to 
bed down with as many men as 
possible in a search for the “right 
one.” 


I doubt that there is any m n who 
can fill all the needs of a woman, and 
vice versa. A certain amount of in- 
compatability is found in the best 
marriages. He likes hockey; she’s mad 
about needlepoint. 


I suggest that we were not intended 
to be doves, cooing our lives away. 
Even doves sharpen their bills on each 
other. The term s “for better or worse, 
in sickness and in health,” etc., 
describe the trials of a good marriage. 
Any husband or wife who hasn’t at 
some time or other said, “I wish I had 
remained single,” has never been 
married.

(Q.) Is the VA hospital the only place 
a person can take a physical for 
Veterans 
Administration 
com­ 
pensation? 
(A.) No. A new out-patient clinic has 
been opened in University Hospital in 
Columbus. 
(Q.) After a pension is lost can it be 
reinstated? 
(A.) Yes. If part of a veteran’s in­ 
come is lost or terminated and he can 
meet the standards set forth by the 
Veterans Administration he can have 
his pension reinstated. 
(Q.) Is a common-law marriage

by

(A.) Yes. If an affidavit is presented 
stating the agreement the man and 
woman have between them.

5 per cent in household refuse and a 
decline of about 10 per cent in bulk 
items such as appliances. 
“ We figure that new appliances 
aren’t coming in the front door, so the 
old ones aren’t going out the back,” 
said Robert Zralek, deputy sanitation 
commissioner. 
Joseph Reichert, director of the 
Kansas City Refuse Department, said 
he had also noticed a decline in calls to 
pick up old stoves, refrigerators, 
furniture — what his department calls 
“ white goods.”

in Geneva, Switzerland, fo r ex tra help 
to the Vietnamese. 
Special shipments o f fo o d and o ther 
supplies also were o rdered, including 
diversio n by Catho lic Relief Services 
o f 4.2 millio n to ns o f wheat that had 


been en ro ute to India to Vietnam, and 
shipment o f 1.7 millio n to ns o f fo rtified 
so y flo ur.

W arren Tornado 
Had No Warning 


LEBANON, Ohio (AP) - Warren 
County officials said they were unable 
to use their new disaster warning 
system immediately Wednesday night 
because they had no advance notice of 
the tornado. 
“ The National Weather Service 
called us after the touchdown and 
asked us what was going on,” said a 
Warren County sheriff’s deputy. 
“I said ‘you’re supposed to notify us, 
not us you!” 
The National Weather Service 
labeled the storm a “mini tornado.” 
John Robinson, chief meteorologist 
at the Greater Cincinnati office, said 
such storms do not generate enough 
wind to register on the department’s 
radar. They have a generally narrow 
path, said Robinson who toured the 
area Thursday. 
Eye witnesses said they saw the 
funnel cloud but did not hear the 
characteristic roaring. 
“There was no warning,” said Glen 
Combs, “it just hit, hit.” 
The Dayton, Ohio chapter of the Red 
Cross, set up emergency relief at 
Waynesville. A spokesman said 38 


homes were damaged. Five homes 
were leveled and 160 persons were af­ 
fected. 
The Red Cross estimated damage at 
$200,000. 
Electric power was 70 per cent 
restored by Thursday with crews 
working straight through, according to 
the Dayton Power & Light Co. and the 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co. 
The United Telephone Co. said 50 of 
the 150 telephone outages on the 
Waynesville exchange were restored. 
The tornado confined its damage to 
rural areas and the excavation area of 
the new Caesar’s Creek Dam con­ 
struction, authorities said. 
Warren County police also said the 
Miami Cemetery at Corwin, Ohio, was 
damaged when trees were blown down 
and many tombstones were toppled.

I understand that the Public Utilities Commission is trying to determine if 
there’s a shortage of natural gas. Is this true and what has been decided? 


The Public Utilities Commission asked the Federal Power Commission 
Feb. IO to convene a joint board to investigate the nationwide shortage of 
natural gas. 
However, the Federal Power Commission said that “appropriate action” 
would be taken after individuals and other interested parties were given a 
chance to voice their opinions. The original deadline for letters concerning 
the possible investigation was March 28. 
However, the PUC asked for and received an extension to April 28 on the 
answer time. 
Persons who wish to write letters in support of or against the request by 
the PUC for a nationwide investigation of the shortage of natural gas should 
address their comments to the Federal Power Commission, Washington 
D.C., and should refer either to the “Petition by the Ohio Commission” or to 
the FPC docket number, RP75-67. 
In a news release from the PUC, Commissioner Sally W. Bloomfield said 
that “this is a clear case where the federal government wants input from the 
public in arriving at its decision. If we are to gain a nationwide picture of the 
natural gas situation, support by Ohio consumers is crucial.” 
Wisconsin, Indiana, and North Carolina, as well as the General Motors 
Corporation, have indicated their support of the PUC request to the FPC, the 
commission said. 
“We are hopeful that additional states and all Ohio citizens will write the 
FPC now that the time for comment has been extended,” Commissioner 
Bloomfield said.

“Th ings get a little better ev ery 
y ear,’’said Arnold Bezold, th e th ird 
generation of general store owner in 
rural Campbell County , Ky . “We’v e 
been h ere for 95 y ears and I guess we’ll 
be h ere for 95 more.” 
Th e general store owner swells with 
pride wh en h e can produce th e 
unex pected: a h orse collar, a plumb 
line, an animal trap, an antique oil 
lamp th at was new wh en it went on th e 
sh elv es 50 y ears ago. 
“Some city fellas come out and 
bough t a farm,” said Sch oettelkotte. 
“Well, th ey find th ey ’re going to need a 
water pump. Most of th e big stores 
won’t stock a pump th at’s going to cost 
$69.50. Th ey won’t touch th at.” 
Sch ccttelkotte stocks two kinds of 
pumps. 
Harold Gilmore, wh o claims to be a 
descendant of George Wash ington, is 
running h is store in Roch ester, Oh io, 
on a part-time basis. He h ad more 
business th an h e could h andle wh en h e 
slowed down th ree y ears ago. He finds 
it sad h e can’t keep h is store as full as 
it used to be. 
"Th ere are a lot of th ings y ou can’t 
get any more,’’said Gilmore, wh ose 
grandfath er, R. B.Gilmore Sr., 
founded th e store in 1838. “A lot of 
companies th at I used to deal with 
h av e gone out of business. Still, some 
people come from quite a distance to 
buy th ings th at are scarce. 
“Ev er h ear of a com jobber?” 
Bezold asked. “We still get calls for 
th em, but y ou can’t get th em no more, 
because th ey don’t make th em. Any ­ 
th ing folks around h ere want I’ll try to 
get.” 
Back in 1927, Sch oettelkotte’s store 
was th e only place th at th e people in 
I^iwrencev ille sh opped.

Some 
of th ose cans h av e been up th ere a long 
time. 
Cars h av e done th e general store one 
big fav or. Many city folk h av e become 
acquainted with an institution th ey ’d 
only seen on telev ision. Th e results 
h av e made store owners more 
determined to keep th eir businesses 
going.

“Wh en th e kids come in, I buy th eir 
old bottles and sell th em candy ,” said 
Sch oettelkotte. “Wh en th ey grow up, if 
th ey remember me, th ey ’ll come back 
as customers.” 
At 71, Sch oetetelkotte migh t be 
considered an optimist. At 75, Gilmore 
h as foreseen a gloomier end for h is 
store. 
“Wh en th e time comes, I’m going to 
giv e th is store to my son to do with 
wh at h e wants,” said Gilmore. “It’ll be 
just like wh en my grandfath er gav e it 
to my fath er and h e gav e it to me.

unexpected: a horse collar, a plumb 
line, an animal trap, an antique oil 
lamp that was new when it went on the 
shelves 50 years ago. 
“Some city fellas come out and 
bought a farm ,” said Schoettelkotte. 
“Well, they find they’re going to need a 
water pump. Most of the big stores 
won’t stock a pump that’s going to cost 
$69.50. They won’t touch that.” 
Schoettelkotte stocks two kinds of 
pumps. 
Harold Gilmore, who claims to be a 
descendant of George Washington, is 
running his store in Rochester, Ohio, 
on a part-time basis. He had more 
business than he could handle when he 
slowed down three years ago. He finds 
it sad he can’t keep his store as full as 
it used to be. 
“There are a lot of things you can’t 
get any more,’’said Gilmore, whose 
grandfather, 
R. 
B.Gilm ore 
Sr., 
founded the store in 1838. “A lot of 
companies that I used to deal with 
have gone out of business. Still, some 
people come from quite a distance to 
buy things that are scarce. 
“Ever hear of a corn jobber?” 
Bezold asked. “We still get calls for 
them, but you can’t get them no more, 
because they don’t make them. Any­ 
thing folks around here want I’ll try to 
get.” 
Back in 1927, Schoettelkotte’s store 
was the only place that the people in 
I Lawrenceville shopped. The owner 
still hasn’t changed his style: The 
barrel of salted flat lake herring by the 
front door, the sack of peanuts by the 
register. 
The automobile, however, has taken 
some of his customers away and into 
the clutches of what Schoettelkotte 
calls “the superdoopers.” 
“My older customers wouldn’t think 
of going anywhere else, but some of 
my younger ones will get in their car 
and go 15 miles to the nearest chain 


store thinking they’ll get a bargain,” 
said Bezold, who admits he s cutting 
back on his stock of clothes. 
Food, however, remains a bargain. 
Once a can gets stamped at Schoet­ 
telkotte’s, it stays at that price. Some 
of those cans have been up there a long 
time. 
Cars have done the general store one 
big favor. Many city folk have become 
acquainted with an institution they’d 
only seen on television. The results 
have m ade store owners m ore 
determined to keep their businesses 
going. 
. 
“When the kids come in, I buy their 
old bottles and sell them candy,” said 
Schoettelkotte. “When they grow up, if 
they remember me, they’ll come back 
as customers.” 
At 71, Schoetetelkotte might be 
considered an optimist. At 75, Gilmore 
has foreseen a gloomier end for his 
store. 
“When the time comes, I’m going to 
give this store to my son to do with 
what he wants,” said Gilmore. “It’ll be 
just like when my grandfather gave it 
to my father and he gave it to me. 
“I think my son intends to turn it into 
a museum.”

Ser­ 
vices, such as repair and personal 
services, increased 2 per cent; 
finance, insurance, and real estate 
increased over 2 per cent; and, state 
and local government employment 
increased nearly 5 per cent. Although 
there are many exceptions to these 
general groupings, job security is 
important to most workers, and these 
statistics may be helpful in con­ 
sidering jobs which are relatively 
secure.

New Lakes 
Season 


SAULT STE. M ARIE, Mich. fAP) — 
The 384-foot tanker Saturn passed 
through the Soo Ijocka at 6:46 p.m. EST 
Wednesday, marking the first time the 
locks have been open for year-around 
shipping. 


The Saturn, owned by the Cleveland 
Tanker Co., fought its way through the 
ice-clogged St. Mary River to narrowly 
beat the U.S. Steel vessel Avery for the 
honor of being the first to pass the 
locks in the 1975 season. The Saturn 
was bound from Cleveland to Taconite, 
Minn., to pick up a cargo of iron ore. 


The last ship of the 1974 season 
through the locks was the 730-loot 
Frontenac of the Canada Steamship 
Line, which made the trip Wednesday 
morning. The season began at 1 p.m. 
on April 2, 1974, when the U.S. Steel 
ship R. 
Bruce Angus made the 
passage.

Traditionally, the locks have closed 
about mid-December because of heavy 
ice. But in 1968, the season was ex­ 
tended with the help of Coast Guard 
icebreakers, and it has gotten longer 
every year. 


Col. James Hayes of the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers said something 
new has been learned every year of the 
extended winter navigation program. 


Some 9.13 million tons of cargo 
passed through the locks during the 
extended part of the season, bringing 
the season’s total to nearly 102 million 
tons for the entire 1974 season.

According to “ Career W orld,” 
certain types of industries are much 
more affected

Based on five recessions from 1948 to 
1970, manufacturers of durable goods 
such as cars and appliances had 
personal cutbacks of 12 per cent; 
mining, a drop of IO per cent; tran­ 
sportation and utilities, a drop of 5 per 
cent; and fanning, manufacturing of 
non-durable goods, construction, and 
federal government employment 
dropped 3-4 per cent. 
Industries 
least 
affected 
by 
recessions were wholesale and retail 
trade which dropped I per cent. Ser­ 
vices, such as repair and personal 
services, increased 2 per cent; 
finance, insurance, and real estate 
increased over 2 per cent; and, state 
and local government employment 
increased nearly 5 per cent. Although 
there are many exceptions to these 
general groupings, job security is 
important to most workers, and these 
statistics may be helpful in con­ 
sidering jobs which are relatively 
secure.

New Lakes 
Season 


SAULT STE. M A RIE, Mich. (A P) — 
The 384-foot tanker Saturn passed 
through the Soo Locks at 6:46 p.m. EST 
Wednesday, marking the first time the 
locks have been open for year-around 
shipping. 


The Saturn, owned by the Cleveland 
Tanker Co., fought its way through the 
ice-clogged St. Mary River to narrowly 
beat the U.S. Steel vessel Avery for the 
honor of being the first to pass the 
locks in the 1975 season. The Saturn 
was bound from Cleveland to Taconite, 
Minn., to pick up a cargo of iron ore. 


The last ship of the 1974 season 
through the locks was the 730-foot 
Frontenac of the Canada Steamship 
Line, which made the trip Wednesday 
morning. The season began at I p.m. 
on April 2, 1974, when the U.S. Steel 
ship R. 
Bruce 
Angus 
made the 
passage.

Traditionally, the locks have closed 
about mid-December because of heavy 
ice. But in 1968, the season was ex­ 
tended with the help of Coast Guard 
icebreakers, and it has gotten longer 
every year. 


Col. James Hayes of the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers said something 
new has been learned every year of the 
extended winter navigation program. 


Some 9.13 million tons of cargo 
passed through the locks during the 
extended part of the season, bringing 
the season’s total to nearly 102 million 
tons for the entire 1974 season.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Former 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s deputy cam­ 
paign manage»- and a key cabinet 
member have been subpoenaed to 
appear before a grand Jury in­ 
vestigation 
on 
charges 
that 
Democratic loyalists got no-show state 
Jobs after the November election. 
Franklin County Prosecutor George 
C. Smith said Thursday that William 
Bannon, the campaign aide, and 
form er 
Adm inistrative 
Services 
Director Joseph E. Sommer were 
among 16 persons summoned to testify 
next week. 
Smith refused to say whether he 
would seek indictments in the case, but 
noted: “ The evidence is beginning to 
stack up.” 
He said additional subpoenas would 
be issued in the probe of allegations 
that former Democratic campaign 
workers were put on the state payroll 
late last year, but did not report to 
their assigned Jobs. 
Smith and the Ohio Highway Patrol 
launched investigations in February- 
after officials in the Det^ irtments of 
Industrial Relations and Taxation 
claimed some 30 “ phantom” employes 
were on the payrolls of the two 
agencies. 
Two of those called to testify next 
week, Steve O’Quinn and Roger 
Whaley, worked for the tax bureau, 
and former tax commissioner Robert 
J. Kosydar has voluntarily agreed to 
appear before the county panel, Smith 
said. 
Several tax department employes 
reportedly worked on the recount 
effort, which was coordinated by 
Bannon. He is currently working here 
as regional coordinator in the presi­ 
dential campaign of Sen.

that threatened to punch through to the 
city’s northern outskirts. 


Field reports said the government 
also abandoned besieged Kompong 
Seila, 75 miles southwest of Phnom 
Penh, and evacuated thousands of 
troops, their fam ilies and other 
civilians to the capital by helicopter 
and C123 transport planes. 


Villagers with their belongings piled 
on oxcarts and motorbikes streamed 
out of the northwest comer of the 200- 
square-mile capital enclave as trucks 
and helicopters moved in army 
soldiers, militiamen, combat police 
and naval infantrymen to brace the 
lines the insurgents had pimched back 
for two consecutive nights. 
Troops from Kompong Seila were 
among the reinforcements, along with 
troops flown from Takeo, another 
besieged enclave 39 miles to the south. 
Army sources said the reinforcements 
also included green recruits from an 
isolated army headquarters on Phnom 
Baseth, a hill 14 miles northwest of the 
city. 
Army sources said the situation was 
critical. They also reported sizable 
Khmer Rouge forces moving outside 
Phnom Penh’s defense perimeter to­ 
ward the airport west of the city and 
toward the town of Prek Phnou to the 
north. 
Field reports said the troops on the 
northwest front lost about half a 
square mile before dawn today when 
an attack drove them back. About half 
a square mile in the same area had 
been lost Wednesday night, but fresh 
government troops backed by ar­ 
tillery, armor and air strikes retook it 
Thursday.

The County Commissioners are 
providing the land, free of charge, for 
this community garden project. They 
will plow and disc it but all other soil 
preparation must be done by the in­ 
dividual gardeners. 


Plots will be marked off in 25 by 50 
foot sections, but gardeners may have 
more than one section. Four of the men 
volunteered to do the measuring and 
marking off of the plots, including a 
walk way between each section. These 
volunteers were: Herman Congreve, 
Mason Van Buskirk, Robin Jones and 
Marion Good. Those present also drew 
numbers for the location of their plots. 
All others who were not present to 
draw numbers, will be assigned plots. 
It is also possible for two people to 
share a plot if the standard size is too 
large to manage. 


Hamrick suggested that each garden 
plot have at least one row of some kind 
of flowers, and trophies will be given to 
the gardener having the first ripe 
tomato on a vine and also one for the 
largest head of cabbage (still on the 
stalk). 
At the present time there are 34 
garden plots planned. However, more 
could be arranged for if needed. Call 
474-4916 for information. After the 
plowing is done, no more can be 
allowed. Gardeners must be age 55 or 
over, and furnish their own seeds, 
equipment and labor. There is no 
charge for the use of the land nor the 
plowing and disking. 


Disaster Relief Fund Runs Dry 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
special $5 million disaster relief fund, 
set up last year in the wake of the 
Xenia tornado, went dry on Thursday. 
The state Controlling Board divvied 
up the final $2.4 million in the fund 
among five applicants. Another IO 
applications, asking $1.7 million, were 
left pending. 
The board’s action came on the first 
anniversary of the killer tornadoes 
which devastated southwest Ohio on 
April 3,1974. Most of the money spent 
Thursday, $2.03 million, went to gov­ 
ernmental units around Xenia, hardest 
hit community in the state. 
Another $436,000 went to the City of 
Cincinnati for its tornado expenses in 
the community of Saylor Park. 
The board also gave $5,258 to Green

A township spokesman said 
community leaders didn’t know the 
state aid was available until earlier 
this year, when they saw an article in a 
Cincinnati newspaper.

Students and other people who plan 
to get a summer job should apply now 
for a social security number if they 
don’t have one, according to Harry B, 
Bieber, 
social 
security 
district 
manager in Chillicothe. 
“ You should apply for your number 
several weeks before you need it for a 
job covered by social security,” he 
said, “ Applications must be screened 
against central files in Baltimore to 
make sure that a second number isn’t 
issued to that same person. Screening 
generally takes several weeks.” 
More than nine out of ten jobs are 
covered by social security. 
People applying for a social security 
number for the first time may be asked 
to prove their age, identity, and 
citizenship. 
, 
“ Your social security number is 
yours alone and remains the same for 
life,” Mr. Bieber pointed out. “ A 
worker builds retirement, disability, 
survivors, and Medicare protection by 
work and earnings credited to his 
social security number. So when you 
get a job covered by social security, be 
sure your employer copies your name 
and number correctly from your social 
security card for his records.” 
People can get information about 
applying for a social security number 
by calling, writing, or visiting any 
social security office.

State Layoffs 
May Bring 
Court Fight 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Layoff of 
about 530 Transportation Department 
employes, effective at midnight, may 
result in court action by the American 
Federation of State, County, and 
Municipal Employes. 
Robert J. Shipka, international 
representative of the AFL-CIO union, 
told a news conference Thursday a 
possibility” exists that an order will 
be sought requiring the department to 
comply with civil service rules. 
He said DOT failed to notify the 
employes 30 days in advance of other 
vacancies they might qualify for, and 
did not document a claim that the ac­ 
tion results from a lack of work in the 
department. 
Shipka has been seeking to recruit 
AFSCME members in the department 
for about the last six weeks, and so far 
has signed up about 200, he said. He 
charged further that the layoffs of 
about 
25 
AFSCM E 
members 
established “ a clear pattern’’ that the 
department wants rid of "key” union 
supporters. 
The union official and several 
members who attended the news 
conference questioned other depart­ 
mental motives, including hardship 
claims, alleging employes being laid 
off are being replaced “ quietly” 
through political 
patronage. They 
accused DOT of seeking through its 
alleged financial troubles to promote a 
$1.6 billion transportation bond issue 
Gov. James Rhodes wants on Ohio’s 
November ballot. 
The bond issue, turned down by the 
legislature for a place on the June 3 
primary ballot, proposes to increase 
gasoline taxes to finance highway im­ 
provements. The union spokesmen 
appeared before a backdrop sign that 
asked "Are we being asked to vote for 
new taxes to get our jobs back?" 
Shipka said Victor Goodman of 
Columbus is counsel for AFSCME, and 
that Goodman will determine which of 
“ several alternatives” the union 
should take. Shipka said a strike “ has 
not been ruled out.” He said there will 
be "some interesting activity” today 
at DOT’S central garage in Columbus, 
but declined to elaborate.

With the General Assembly in recess 
until April 8, legislative action in 
Columbus has been chiefly confined to 
committee heat ings. Skeleton sessions 
with a handful of legislators are held in 
both chambers in order to comply with 
a constitutional provision for con­ 
tinuity of legislative sessions, and to 
allow introduction of bills and 
resolutions. 
The committee business currently 
drawing most attention are joint 
hearings of the House and Senate 
Finance committees on the 1976-77 
budget. Hearings are being held on the 
proposal offered by former governor 
Gilligan as well as the budget bill 
recommended by Governor Rhodes. 
Generally, testimony is taken from 
the Governor’s financial aids, the 
heads of state departments and 
agencies, 
spokesmen 
for 
state- 
supported organizations, and private 
concerns which have an interest in or 
do business with the state. 
While attention is concentrated on 
the budget, little is being done to ad­ 
vance the Governor’s economic 
recovery 
program 
through 
the 
legislature. As I reported last week, 
stop-gap measures have been under 
consideration, but recent economic 
trends tend to confirm the need for a 
broad-based approach. According to 
the State Department of Unem­ 
ployment Services, in February 
unemployment in Ohio hit a 14-year 
high of 9.2 per cent. Manufacturing 
industries, which could receive a tax 
incentive for expansion under the 
Rhodes plan, were the hardest hit with 
123,000 jobs lost since last February. 
The side effects of unemployment on 
the budget are also significant. 
Unemployment benefit costs are 
growing 2*6 times as fast in 1975 as 
they did in the record year of 196(T61. A 
recent supplemental appropriation 
request of $18.4 million for rising 
welfare costs has already been upped 
to over $20 million. In addition, the cost 
of crime to Ohioans, due in part to the 
economic situation, reached record 
proportions last year, according to the 
F B I. 
In order to reverse these trends the 
Democrat leadership of the General 
Assembly should think about ap­ 
proving the Governor’s proposals. 
Although the Easter recess made 
this one of the 111th General Assem­ 
bly’s quietest weeks, controversy is 
sure to erupt over two recently 
proposed repealers of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. Both would rescind 
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Ohio’s support tor the EHA, despite 
potential legal problems with such a 
move. Several court cases ai*e 
currently pending testing the validity 
of similar action in other states. 
Neither resolution has yet been 
referred to committee, 
but have 
already 
promoted an outpouring of 
editorials and letters on the subject. 
Controversy also looms over a bill 
which would repeal the ban on drilling 
for gas in I .ake Erie. According to the 
bill’s sponsor, the Ohio portion of lake 
Erie could produce 15 billion cubic feet 
of natural gas annually for 40 years 
through up to 2,000 wells. Canada has 
had about 800 gas wells in the lake 
during the last 60 years. 
Environm entalists have already 
sounded a warning about potential oil 
spills and damage to marine wildlife, 
but according to the sponsor, the 
legislation attempts to strike a 
responsible balance between energy 
and ecological needs. The bill would 
mandate that any wells striking oil 
would be capped. 
Clarification of a dispute over the 
legality of bingo operated by churches 
and other legitimate charities is the 
objective of two proposed con­ 
stitutional amendments and one bill 
now before the legislature. According 
to the Ohio Attorney General the 1972 
omnibus Crim inal Code Revision 
excludes 
charitable bingo from 
criminal sanctions despite a con­ 
stitutional prohibition against lot­ 
teries. Consequently, some county 
prosecutors have moved to shut down 
bingo games, but cannot file charges 
against violators. The two amend­ 
ments and bill would permit bingo 
games run by certain charitable in­ 
stitutions. 


Thieu Shuffles 
G overnm ent 


SAIGON (AP) — President Nguyen 
Van Thieu announced today he has 
accepted the resignation of his cabinet 
and named the speaker of the lower 
house of the national assembly to form 
a new government. 
Thieu made the announcement in a 
nationwide broadcast as tension 
mounted in the national capital in the 
aftermath of the huge military losses 
to the North Vietnamese. 
Nguyen Ba Can, the speaker of the 
government-controlled lower house of 
the national assembly, was named to 
form the new cabinet.
